a setting o f p ink co ral reefs. Andy 
Ro ss was a Sco tch adv entu rer who , 
after a ro v ing y o u th, disco v ered and 
decided to cast his lo t as king with 
the mo ttev inhabitants o f the little 
% 
sto ry bo o k kingdo m. Fro m 1827 u n­ 
til his death he was the o ldest king, 
with q u eerest su bjects and the mo st 
ex trao rdinary 
do main 
in 
all 
the 


wo rld. Ilis was a kingdo m where the 
arriv al o f Sinbad the Sailo r, Alice in 
Wo nderland, Gu lliv er and The Bo y 
ho Co u ld No t Learn to Shiv er And 
Shake wo u ld no t hav e seemed u nu su ­ 
al. His was a kingdo m that p u t Ro ­ 
mance into Real Life and Real Life 
into Ro mance. The Co co s Islanlds is 
distinctly an O. Henry land, a p lace 
su ch as Gilbert &Su !liv an saw o nly 
in fancy , a sp o t that a Ro bert Lo u is 
Stev enso n wo u ld be bo th to leav e. 
Ro ss was king, co u rt, go v ernment 
and o wner o f this gro u p o f Indian 
o cean isles, twenty in all, who se o nly 
ex citement in histo ry o ccu rred du ring 
the p resent war—the destru ctio n o f 
the German cru iser F]mde’n 
by 
the 
Au stralian battleship Sy dney , o ff the 
Co co s’ co ast. 


King Ro ss was the third 
o f his 


line. 


In 1823, 
an English Adv entu rer 
named Alex ander Hare settled in the 
islands with a nu mber o f slav es giv ­ 
en him bv an Indian p o tentate. Two 
y ears later Ro ss, a Sco tchman re­ 
disco v ered the islands and determin­ 
ed to co lo nize them. 
He retu rned in 
1827 with a p arty o f 
Sco tch 
and 
fo u nd Hare in p o ssessio n. 
The two 
factio ns settled by div iding the is­ 
lands eq u ally . 
Finally , ho wev er, the 
nativ es swo re allegiance to Ro ss and 
he and his descendants hav e ru led 
their sto ry -bo o k kingdo m ev er since. 
Intersp ersed with 
p alm 
co v ered 
ato lls and flanked by reefs o f p ink 
co ral, the p ictu resq u e little gro u p o f 
islands is mo re like a scene fro m a 
mu sical co medy than any thing else. 
In 185 6 the British go v ernment ex ­ 
tended p ro tectio n to the Co co s. 
In 
1885 Parliament sent a co mmissio n 
to inv estigate co nditio ns there. When 
the British warship with the co m­ 
missio n o n bo ard steamed into the 
lago o n at Directio n Island, the in­ 


habitants and the King and his co u rt 


welco med them ju st like a eo mic-o p - 
era-So u th-Sea-Island-king wo u ld be 
ex p ected to do . 
The Palace was thro wn o p en

the Eu ro p eans; and the ro y al fam­ 
ily , its salaaming Malay 
serv ants 
and their all was at the disp o sal o f 
the men fro m civ ilizatio n.

An ordinance providing for a re- 


organization of the ttnshville fire de- 
partment was passed last night by 
the city council. While the 
ordi- 


nance provides for the employing 
of a third man at the fire station, it 
really means a fire department of 
six members and is the first step to- 
wards a uniform and paid depart- 
ment. 


The ordinance was passed under 


suspension of rules and repeals an 
ordinance of 1907 and does away 
entirely with the old volunteer sys- 
tem. Basil iSeward was employed as 
the third fireman. The 
ordinance 


provides for a chief, an asistant 
chief, a driver, an assistant driver, 
an engineer of the fire engine and an 
assistant engineer. The pay of the 
chief will (be $75 a year; the driver 
assistant driver and assistant chief 
•will receive $50 a month; the engi- 
neer of the fire engine will receive 
$10 every time the engine is used and 
a salary of $30 a year and the as- 
sistant engineer will receive $30 a 
year. 


Chief Easley stated that under the 


new ordinance Joe Williamson will 
become the assistant- chief and will 
act as driver in the absence of John 
Willis. Williamson is the oldest man 
in point of service and this led the 
chief to make him the assistant. Wil- 
liam Moffett will1 be the assistant en- 
gineer and Henry Gregg will "continue 
to act as engineer. The three men 
receiving $50 a- month will be sta- 
tioned at the department all the tune. 
This is an increase 
of $5 on the 


month for Williamson and John Wil- 
lis. 
Chief Easley and the 'council 


believe thpt the new organization will 
give Rnshville an efficient fire fighting 
machine and will certainly prove bet- 
ter than the old volunteer system. 


The new ordinance provides for 


the appointment of the various mem- 
bers. The mayor shall appoint the 
chief and upon the recommendation 
of the chief the council shall appoint 
the other members. A fine of not less 
than $25 or more than $100 is provi- 
ded upon conviction of anyone found 
guilty of turning in a false alarm.

From the 
northern 
border 
of 


Montana to the Southern border of 
Arizona, the Rocky Mountain mining 
region has 
experienced 
marvelous 


increases in values of products 
in 


this year of war in Europe. Copper, 
zince and lead have been in such 
great demand and prices have been 
so high that there has been not only 
a marked increase in quantity pro- 
duced but a still greater increase 
in the total value of the metals. 


Tiiese faets are shown by a bul- 


letin just issued by the Geological 
Survey, which says that the increase 
in value of the output reached 
as 


high as 81 per cent in Montana and 
CO per cent in New Mexico. The total 
increase in value of metal products 
of the Rocky Mountain States 
is 


estimated at more than $115,000,000. 
It might be added that a great por- 
tion of this increase is net profit, 
for it costs very little more to pro- 
duce copper or zinc or lead when 
prices are high than when they are 
Jow. 
The price of gold, of course, 


has not been affected by the war. 


The increase 
in value of 
the 


metals at the mine represents ohly 
a portion of the gain to the United 
States. .The heavy demand from Eu- 
rope and the increased output of 
inetuLs has given more traffic to .the 
railroads, more work for 
smelters 


more material for factories to make 
into shells, cartridges 
and other 


munitions, and higher wages for em- 
ployees in every stage of the pro- 
cess of getting the metals from the 
heart of the American mountains to 
the battlefields of Europe. 


And the new high record estab- 


lished in 1915 bids fair to yield to a 
still higher record in 1916.

RULER OF ORIGINAL COMIC OPERA 


KINGDOM OF REAL LIFE IS DEAD 


BY WILBUR S. FORREST. 


(IT. F. Staff Correspondent.) 


London, Jan. 8. (By Mail)—The 


news that King Ross of the Coeos 
Islands has laid him down in the 
shadis of the palms and died was 
cabled here today. The Ibrief mes- 
sage rings down the curtain upon the 
last act of the first ruler of the real, 
original Comic Opera Kingdom—The 
Land of Cocos—which lies upon the 
shimmering silver lap of the South 
Seas, a diminutive emerald world in 
a setting of pink coral reefs. Andy 
Ross was a Scotch adventurer who, 
after a roving youth,. discovered and 
decided to east his lot as king with 
the motley inhabitants of the little 
story book kingdom. From 1827 un- 
til his death he was the oldest king, 
with queerest subjects and the most 
extraordinary domain in all the 


world. His was a kingdom where the 
arrival of SinbaH the Sailor, Alice in 
Wonderland, Gulliver and The Boy 
Who Could Not Learn to Shiver And 
Shake would not have seemed unusu- 
al. His was a kingdom that put Ro- 
mance into Real Life and Real Life 
into Romance. The Cocos Islanlds is 
distinctly an 0. Henry land, a place 
such as Gilbert &Su!livan saw only 
in fancy, a spot that a Robert Louis 
Stevenson would foe both to leave. 


Ross was. king, court, government 


and owner of this group of Indian 
ocean isles, twenty in all, whose only 
excitement in history occurred during 
the present war—the destruction of 
the German cruiser Emdeh by the 
Australian 'battleship Sydney, off the 
Coeos' coast. 


King Ross was tKe third 
of ihis 


line. 


In 1823, an English adventurer 


named Alexander Hare settled in the 
islands with a number of slaves giv- 
en him by an Indian potentate. Two 
years later .Ross, a Scotchman re- 
discovered the islands and determin- 
ed to colonize them. He returned in 
1827 with a party of Scotch and 
found Hare in possession. The two 
factions settled by dividing the is- 
lands equally. Finally, 'however, the 
natives swore allegiance to Ross and 
he and his descendants have ruled 
their story-lbook kingdom ever since. 


Interspersed with palm 
covered 


atolls and flanked (by reefs of pink 
coral, the picturesque little group of 
islands is more like a scene from a 
musical comedy than anything else. 
[n 1856 the British government ex- 
tended protection to .tie Cocos. In 
1885 Parliament sent a commission 
to investigate conditions there. When 
the British warship with the com- 
mission on board steamed into the 
agoon at Direction Island, the in- 
habitants and the King and 'his court 


welcomed them just like a comie-op- 
era-Soiith-Sea-Island-king would be 
expected to do. 


The Palace was thrown open to 


the Europeans; aad the royal fam- 
ily, its salaaming Malay 
servants 


and their all was at the disposal of 
the men from civilization. 


lA.ll the people of the island group 


are of more than ordinary powerful 
physique, muscular and lithe; quite 
Jack Londonish, in fact. The brown 
skinned natives speak their own lan- 
guage with a 'Scottish burr. 
The 


white royalty speaks native tongue 
;oo. 
Even the King himself knew 


ittle of the English tongue that his 
forefathers used. The chief industry 
is copra and coral gathering There 
s no metal money. The King -decid- 
ed at first that Money is the Root 
;or All Evil, so he issued cards and 
not too many of them. The kingdom 
s administered on model lines. The 
£ing makes his own laws, polices 
lis domain and provides everything 
'or his subjects. 


When the Cruiser Emden 
was 


sunk off the islands, the survivors of 
the crew 
comandeered the royal 


yacht and embarked for 
Sumatra. 


Aside from this, the only other ex- 
citement the islands have had is cy- 
clones. 'The natives, King, royalty 
and all, out-maneuver nature on 
these occasions by rushing into the 
lagoons and standing in water np to 
their ecks until the''blow subsides. 


Brazilians Pay Big Prices And In- 


sist on Tariff To Let American 


Goods In

Rio De Janeiro, Jan. 23 (By Mail) 


—'Brazilian's now paying big prices 
for their cotton goods believe there 
is a Cotton Combine here, -which is 
taking advantage of the short north- 
ern Brazil crop to boost prices. The 
people believe a lower tariff would 
permit American cotton to come in 
and bring prices down. 


Legislation is now ready for pas- 


sage looking toward this lower tar- 
iff and United States cotton growers 
many find a big market here to 
take the place of the European mar- 
kets tLey have lost. Brazil wears 
cotton. Not only wears it, but grows 
it. There are more than three hun- 
dred Brazilian mills manufacturing 
it.- 


These mills employ 75,000 opera- 


tors. Therefore, when a two years' 
drought in the northern states re- 
difees the crop by half and. a com- 
bine of buyers, protected (by a 4 
cents a pound import duty, corners 
this half and makes the textile in- 
dustry pay an exhorbitant price for 
it, the Brazilian sits up .and 
takes 


notice. Because: the grower sold it 
at the usual price, the miller paid 
a twenty per cent (increase on it, 
the 75,000 operators are working 
half time and the other Brazilians 
are paying more for their clothes, 
and other cotton goods. 


The only happy men in Brazil, so 


far as -cotton is 'concerned, are the 
members of the buyers combine and 
they are sitting tight behind their 
four "cent wall- and saying" nothing 
except that it is still terribly dry in 
the northern cotton fields. Last week 
President Braz -directed a memorial 
to the governments of all the cotton 
states of Brazil, urging them to raise 
the export duties, which are regu- 
lated by the states individually. 


Eecently a, government 
measure 


was introduced in the federal sen- 
ate proposing to delete or at least 
reduce, the duty on imported 
raw 


cotton. The memorial to the states 
was directed in th« hope of stopping 
a possibles shortage in the Brazil- 
ian markets. The bill in the senate 
has for its purpose the reduction in 
local prices by means of outside 
competition. Nobody 
can 
predict • 


what the cotton states- will do to- 
ward prohibiting the exportation of 
cotton, but it is safe to predict that 
the import duty will be reduced 
materially and that is the big hope of 
the textile industry, 
the 
hope of 


the 'American exporter and the ben- 
efit of all concerned except perhaps 
the Brazilian grower and the com- 
bine. The grower doesn't worry, ex- 
cept for oratorical purposes, be- 
cause he produces the best cotton 
in the world .when the drought per- 
mits him.

Republican Progroam Will Not be 


One of Negation But of Plans 


For-Legislation. 


THERE IS ONE BILL READY NOW 


Senator Gillinger Will Offer Substi- 


tute For Scheme of Government 


—Owned Vessels. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Republicans 


in Congress this winter will be re- 
lentless in exposing the weakness 
and the disaster which have charac- 
terized Democratic administration of 
national affairs—'but they will n<?t 
content themselves with a 
pro- 


gramme of mere negation. Against 
every Democratic proposal for the 
raising of revenue, for -defense or for 
any other purpose of national scope 
and interest, the Republicans will 
present their own 
well-reasoned 


plans for legislation, so that the is- 
sues upon which the iwo parties will 
enter the campaign of 1916 may be 
clearly Defined. 


Some of these Republican propo- 


sals will have to await the- comple- 
tions of the Democratic programme 
for the session. 
Others, however, 


are already prepared—among them 
the measure which Senator Gallin- 
ger of New Hampshire, Republican 
floor leader in the upper branch, will 
offer as a substitute for the Wilson- 
McAdoo socialistic scheme of gov- 
ernment-owned shipping. It is a 
clear-cut 
and 
explicit proposal 


which the Republicans make in the 
(Jallinger bill. Under its 
provisions 


both cargo ships —"tramp" vessels 
plying here and there—and mail, 
passenger and fast freight liners on 
regular routes would receive nation- 
al eneonragemnt. A subsidy at the 
rate of one cent per gross registered 
ton for every hundred miles travers- 
ed on the outward voyage in foreign 
trade is offered to cargo craft of a 
type fit for approval by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy as transports, fuel 
ships, ammunition 
ships, supply 


shis, etc., on condition that they 
be held at the disposal "of the gov- 
ernment in time of neecL Our pres- 
ent navy in a sudden war would re- 
qnre hundreds of auxiliary ships -be- 
yond the present resources of our 
merchantile marine, and an enlarged 
navy would require many more. The 
value of these merchant vessels 
would be increased by Senator Gal- 
linger's provision that they must 
carry a certain number of American 
boys to Ibe trained in seamanship or 
engineering. Thus the shipowners in 
return for the compensation intend 
ed to place them on a fair equality 
in wage costs with their foreign com- 
petitors would be rendering a speci- 
fic service to the entire nation, apart 
from and beyond the delivery of 
American goods to overseas 
pur- 


chasers. 


As to regular mail lines, Senator 


Gallinger takes a strong and timely 
step in making special provision for 
increased compensation not to ex- 
ceed ten dollars a mile outward to 
American-built steamships 
of 
the 


highest speed on the great trade 
routes to Euruope. This proposal is 
substantially the equuivalent of the 
British subsidy to the €unard line, 
which produced the Mauretania and 
Lnsitania. If the plan were carried 
into effect it would give the United 
States the swiftest and most valu- 
able steamships on the North Atlan- 
tic. Moreover, special provision is 
made in the Gallinger bill for an ob- 
jefct for which the Republican sena- 
tors have long contended'—regular 
American steamship services to the 
further countries of Soubh America 
and to the Orient. 


The nations of the world are now 


expending in steamship subsidies 
$50,000,000 a year,' of which the 
British proportion is about $10,000,- 
000. 
The United States pays to 


American ships under contract for 
carrying the mails a Htle more than 
$1,000,000 and' receives it all back 
and more in ocean postage. 
Japan 


expends $500,000 or $6,000,000 and 
even Canada about $3,060,000. The 
cost of the Gallinger bill would be 
perhaps $5,000,000 -with Pacific and 
Atlantic lines established. 


llr. MieAdoo's plan calls for any- 


where from thirty-to fifty millions of 
initial expense, with a never-ending 
annual demand to -pay the losses in- 
evitable from government control. If 
Republican contentions in -other re- 
gards are as well fortified as this 
one is, the party can look forward 
to all approaching debates in Con- 
gress with no anxiety.
